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(54) Portable drink/food container restralner 

(57) A container restrainer, which restrains a drink/food container from falling to the ground or leaving the vicinity that the 
user intends has a receptacle 10. consisting of a device that secures two separate stretchable bands, which are both 
stretched over the container to hold it firmly. A coiled flex 1 1 is joined 14 to the upper part of the band-secunng device of 
the receptacle. This flex becomes partially extended so that a container, e.g. a baby's bottle can reach his/her mouth, yet 
when fully extended, the user can still retrieve the container. The flex's other end is joined 15 to an attaching device 12, 
which is attached to a receiving agent, e.g. a baby's buggy harness, a user's button hole etc.

Figure 1 shows the whole restrainer illustrating the receptacle 
with coiled flex and clip. 

Figure 2 shows a side view of the receptacle, illustrating 
Figure d. ^° example of how the stretch bands are held by 

the rigid strip. 

Figure 3 demonstrates a container such as a baby's bottle 
being secured by the receptacle. 

Figure 4 shows the clip, ready to clasp onto any receiving 
agent and the stretch bands of the receptacle 
accommodating and securing an awkwardly shaped 
container.
